A Mine Horror in Belgium. 

BRUSSELS, Dec. 17.—Aterrible accident oc- 
curred to-day at the EsconMaul colliery at 
Hornu, province of Hainent. A shift of eigh- 
teen men had entered the cage and the en- 
gine was started to lower them in the pit. 
Suddenly and without warning the rope con- 
necting the cage with the drum broke and the 
men were precipitated tothe bottom of the 
shaft. Every one of the occupants of the 
cage were killed. 


The Eyraud-Bompard Trial. 


PARIS, Dec. 17.—In the Assize Court the 
trial of Michael Eyraud and  Gab- 
rielle Bompard, for the murder of 
Taussiant Gouffe, a notary and process 
server, began yesterday before a select audl- 
ence. The President of the court gave a re- 
view of Eyraud’s life. At the age of 13 
his father sent him to the _ reform 
school, and at the age of 19 he enlisted in the 
Chasseur Regiment, from which he was 
transferred to the Foreign Legion. Inthe 
war between France and Mexico’he betr&yed 
the position of the French forces to 
Gen. Jaurez, wholed a band of guerrillas. 
The amnesty of 1869 enabled him to return to 
France. Eyraud, when guestioned by the 
President, said that he admitted the 
commission of the crime, but that 
the recital of his lHfe was calumnious. He 
said that Gabrielle Bompard was a street 
walker when he met her. He accused his ac- 
complice of instigating the.crime and urg- 
ing him on to its immediate commission. 
His original intention, said the witness, was 
to kidnap Gouffe. 

THE ACCOMPLICE TESTIFIES. 

Gabrielle Bompard, who was not present 
during Eyraud’s testimony, was put on the 
Stand. She swore that she bought the 
box and made the sack for | 
the reception of the body, but did not know 
for what they were intended. She said she 
was afraid todoanything, as Eyraud would 
beather. She said that it could only have 
been the intention of Eyraud to kill Gouffe, 
but he said nothing to that effect to her. 

Gabrielle’s examination concluded the case 
forthe day. There are about forty witnesses 
to examine, and the case will most probably: 
lasta week. Intefest in the trial remains un- 
ubated, the populace seizing on to every bit 
of fresh information with avidity.

Both sides answered 
ready. W. 8S. Pope and Charles T. Noland 
appeared for the ex-Treasurer and Attorney- 
General J. M. Wood, John R. Edwards and 
Judge W. 8S. Davison, prosecuting attorney, 
forthe State. Mr. Edwards has been em- 
ployed to assist the prosecution. W. 
Ss. Pope commenced proceedings by 
reading the tndictment and attacking 
it on the ground that Mr. Noland was in- 
dicted under sec. 3,555, when he should have 
been indicted under sec. 8,672. He argued 
his point vigorously for an hour. Mr. Ed- 
wards replied for twenty minutes, arguing 
that sec. 8,672 was enacted to prevent 
treasurers from loaning money contrary to 
law, while sec. 3,555 applied directly tothe 
embezzlement of public money. These points 
he presented in a very forcible manner. 
Gen. Wood followed Mr. Edwards and 
clinched the farmer’s argument with Supreme 
Court decisions as interpreted by the prose- 
cution. Charles T. Noland commenced talk- 
ing forthe defense at 10:30 o’clock and con- 
cluded afew minutes before noon. He fol- 
lowed the course outlined by Mr. 
Pope, and read from a vast number 
of authorities. Gen. Wood closed the 
argument. He said that the defense 
was endeavoring to show that the defendant 
was about to be tried for lending money unh- 
lawfully, when in fact the indictments under 
consideration charged him with embezzling 
state funds.

But Thus Far They Have Been Unable to ; 
Obtain Conclusive Evidence—The Two

BRENNER’S CONTRADICTORY STATEEENTS. 

The styongest theory in the case is the one 
connecting Brenner with the crime. He first 
denied taving had a revolver, but his mother 
told the detectives that he kept one in his 
workshop, and there it was found. He then 
tried to hide behind the excuse that the pistol 
did not) belong to him, He h ound 
it in this mother’s house he said, 
and had) taken it into the workshop at her 
request, but the weapon did not belong to 
him anfl he did not know where it cameé 
from. Mfrs. Hartmann told a policeman that 
she hadijgiven Brenner the pistol to get it out 
of the way of her husband, who was 
liable to use it when on a 
spree, and although she afterwards 
said when prompted by Brenne 
that she had been mistaken in saying she ha 
given the pistol to him, she again made the 
admission when testifying before the Coro- 
ner. Brenner told the detectives that he had 
not fired the revolver off since last New Year’s 
day, but an examination of the weapon 
showed |that four of the chambers had been 
recently discharged, within a few hours, the 
powder stains not having had time to 
change color. Fourshots were fired at Mr. 
Hartmann, and one ofthe balls taken from 
his body was of the same catber; 38, as that 
of the cartridges of Brenner’s revolver. Serv- 
eral good cartridges were found on a bench 
in Brenner’s workshop, and their appearance 
indicated that they had been carried in some- 
body’s pocket for some time, although Bren- 
ner says that he never took the pistol 
or any of the cartridges out of the shop.

New YorK, Dec. 17.~A Pittsburg (Pa.) 
Special Bays: We are having the heaviest 
snow fallinfive years. Wires are down all 
over the twocities. Three horses were killed 
and several men badly injured this morning 
by contact with electric light wires. The 
situati®n is so desperate that the De- 
partment of Public Safety has ordered 
all electric car lines to stop running 
for the present. Trains from the 
west are on time, but those from the east are 
already delayed three anda half hours, and 
the time of their arrival is indefinite. There 
has been a tremendous snow fallin the Alle- 
gheny Mountainsat Bedford. It is 1% feet 
deep on a level. Railroad wires are down 
and there ls much anxiety for fear of acct- 
dents. The Pittsburg & estern is snowed 
up completely. The Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. reports not a single wire out of 
Pittsburg. 

RIVER NAVIGATION INTERRUPTED. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—The storm to-day has 
Seriously interfered with river and harbor 
business.

ALL POSSIBLE MEANS EXHAUSTED TO 
RESTRAIN THE FRIENDLY REDSKINS. 


The Killing of Sitting Bull—Alleged to 
Have Been Planned at Washington— 
Buffalo Bill’s Statement Contradicted— 
Reports of the Fight at Daly’s Ranch 
Discredited—Troops All Ready. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.,Dec. 17.—Gen. Schofield 
this morning received atelegram from Gen, 
Miles, dated Long Pine, Neb., Dec. 16, as fol- 
lows: 

Gen. Brooke reports that Two Strike and 184 
lodges of about eight hundred Indians are 
now camped at Pine Ridge Agency, and these, 
with the other Indians at Pine Ridge and 
Rosebud, are all that can be drawn out of the 
disaffected camp. The others are deflant 
and hostile and are determined to goto war; 
has no hope that any other effort at 
pacification would be successful. He 
estimates the number of men in the hostile 
camp in the Bad Lands at 250. ‘‘Gen.-Ruger’s 
estimate represents 200 on the Cheyenne River 
and 3000n Standing Rock Reservation who 
would have been liable to leave before the 
death of Sitting Bull, makingin all 750 men. 
All possible means have been exhausted to 
retain and to restrain the friendly In- 
dians now on the reservations. The 
16,000 Sioux, who have been restrained and 
professed loyalty should have positive assur- 
ances with the least possible delay thatthe 
Government will perform and fulfill its treaty 
obligation.’’ , 

No information has been received at the 
War Department in regard to the reported 
fightin which two officersand fifty men are 
said to have been killed. The report is dis- 
credited at the department. 

THE KILLING OF SITTING BULL. 

STANDING ROCK AGENCY, Dec. 17.—The 
facts and incidents of Sitting Bull’s arres- 
and subsequent death have all been reported 
here by those who witnessed the affair. Two 


troops of mounted men left the post to sup- 

wt a detall of forty Indian police under Bull 
jead and Shave Head. 
picked men, noted for their courage 
and daring. These men went 
intocamp near Bull’s headquarters on Sun- 
day night. Monday Shave Head and Bull 
Head wentin and told Sitting Bullhe was 
under arrest. The old chief offered no objec- 
tions and ordered out his horse. Two braves 
came into the’stock just then and Bull’s 
Squaw set up a how] outside. This seemed to 
bea signal forthe attack, and the hostiles 
immediately opened fire on the police. 
Head and bull Head were fatally wounded. 
Red Tomahawk killed Sitting Bull. The fight 
then grew very hot and Capt. Fechet came up 
with a Gatling and a Hotchkiss. After an 
hour anda half of skirmish fighting the In- 
dians took to the woods. 

The police killed were Little Eagle, Afraid- 
of-Soldiers, Hawkman, Broken Arm, Bull 
Head and Shave Head, and Alex Middle was 
shotintheleg. The hostiles killed were Sit- 
ting Bull, Crowfoot, Brave Thunder, Catch- 
the-Bear, Blackbird, Little Assinaboine and 
Spotted Horn Bull. None of the soldiers 
were hurt. 

Ofthe Indian police all who were killed 
were exceptional men and esteemed and ad- 
mired by all who knew them. 

TROOPS SLEEPING ON THEIR ARMS. 

CAMP AT RAPID CREEK AND CHEYERNNE RIVER, 
Dec. 17.—The troops are sleeping on their 
arms. Several fortified ranches were passed 
onthe march. One of these had a log on the 
roof painted black In imitation of a cannon. 
At the ranch of Mr. Cood it was learned thata 
band of marauders had just been by to steal 
horses, and that one of them was killed. The 
dead marauder was still lying there.

ALL GLAD SITTING BULL IS DEAD 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 17.—The Journal’s 
Pierre, 8S. D., special says: White Buffalo 
Man, who lives on the Bad River, came in to- 
day. He says the Bad River Indians are all glad 
Sitting Bullis dead. He says that a messen- 
ger from Sitting Bull’s band will doubtless 
visit the Bad Lands hostiles to-day, and that 
when they hear of the old chief’s death they 
will kill every white man they see. The Gov- 
érnment, he declares, must disarm the hos- 
tiles at once or serious trouble will ensue. 


The Carlisle School Indians. 


CARLISLE, Pa., Dec. 17.—Supt. Pratt of the 
Indian school here,in an interview yester- 
day, took exception to the statements of 
Buffalo Bill, contained in a Chicago dispatch 
to the effect that Buffalo Bill’s Indians have 


all been loyal tothe Government while many 
of the pupils of the Carlisle School are among 
the hostiles. Mr. Pratt said he was in con- 
stant communication with former pupils, 
now inthe far West, and has learned of but 
two who have joined the hostiles.

Grounds Trustees.

THE GREAT INSTITUTION TO BE PLACED 
UNDER MUNICIPAL GONTROL. 


Mr. Charles Parsons, One of the Three 
Trustees, Gives Some Interesting In- 
formation About the Board’s Plans— 
The Ultimate Object of the’ Trustees 
Will Be to Have the Fair Grounds 
Managed ix the Same Way as Shaw’s 
Garden—President Wells Interviewed. 


It is extremely likely that the recent radical 
changes in the management of the «Fair 
Grounds Association, whereby the stock and 
bond issue of that great enterprise’,were 
placed under the control of a board of trus- 
tees, and a new president and directory were 
elected to carry out the proper destiny 
of the Fair Grounds as a public enterprise 
beneficial to every local imterést and 
whose success should be a mag of general 
concern, will be followed in t near future 
by changes even more radical. . 

The next development in the history of the 
Fair Grounds will probably, in .consequence, ’ 
be the most significant and important of its 
entire career, for it now promises to take the 
form of a movement to make the enterprise 
literally a public institution, to place 
it under the control of the city, 
and to have its affairs managed by a board 
of trustees who shall be selected ause 
of their prominence and public spirit ess 
to direct the management of the Fair Grounds 
under such a system. 

That this method of finally solving the 
problem of the perpetuity of the Fair Grounds 
as a local institution will come up for consid- 
eration before the present Boarti of Trustees 
and the directory at no very distant 
time can be stated positively on 
the assurance of one of the three trustees 
whose views on the subject will be found in 
full below. Whether or not the _ recent 
changes have been influenced or controlled by 
this novel idea, and made with a view to sim- 
plifying the ultimate transfer of the Fair 
Grounds to the city, cannot be stated, but 
the fact is that the present system by which 
the affairs of the Fair Grounds are to be man- 
aged in the future are so closely allied 
in character to that upon which all great 
public institutions are managed that the 
transformation could be effected with pecu- 
liar ease and without inthe least disturbing 
the details of the management. 

A SIGNIFICANT FACT. 

Another significant fact is that the new 
executive head of the Fair Grounds, Mr. Rolla 
Wells, intaking charge of the management, 
is particularly emphatic in calling at- 
tention to the undoubted and 
very apparent fact that the new 
Board of Directors of the Fair Grounds are 
gentlemen who, having large interests of 
their own and being financially prominent in 
business cireles, comld have no other object 
inviewin accepting positions on the Fair 
Grounds Trustee Board and the directory ,than 
that of a public-spirited desire for the entire 
success of the enterprise and that in so doing 
they feel that they have every claim 
upon the press and; public for 
hearty support of their disinterested 
efforts. From its new position asa great 
6) ape ol corporation whose financial welfare 
s in charge of a triumvirate of trustees who 
are probably the three wealthiest men in St. 
Louls, and whose directory is com ofa 
board of five gentlemen also in the front 
rank of local capitalists, the evolution of 
the Fair Grounds from its present semi- 
public trust formation nto ai iit- 
eral public institution managed by 
the municipality largely on the lines con- 
trolling the management of Shaw’s Gardens 
would be a transition extremely easy to make 
and apparently clearly outlined. 

The fact that such a movement was already 
being contemplated and would be inaugurated 
at some future time was learned this morning 
by a PostT-DISPATCH reporter ine dis- 
cussing with the new Fair Grounds 
management the immediate.__—s— pros- 
pects for that great popular institution. 
rhe Board of Trustees now having charge of 
the finances of the corporation is composed 
of John T. Davis of the great dry s house 
of Samuel C. Davis & Co., Charles Parsons 
President of the State Bank of St. Louls, an 
L. M. Rumsey, President of the Granite 
Mountain Mining Co. The officers and Board 
of Directors of the Fair Grounds elected yes- 
terday are Rolla Wells, President ; 
L. M. Rumsey, First Vice-President; ©. C. 
Maffitt, Second Vice-President; Ellis Wain- 
wright, Third Vice-President, and Augustus 
B. Ewing, Treasurer. 

PRESIDENT ROLLA WELLS TALKS. 

President Wells discussed the plans of the 
new management, as faras determined upon 
at present, very fully, without, however, 
touching upon the great project by which the 
Fair Grounds may pass into the 
ownership and control of the 
city. ‘*No definite action can 
be taken before the next meeting of the new 
board,’’ said he. ‘‘The regular meeting of 
the Fair Grounds directory takes place on the 
first Saturday of each month, but there will 
be a special meeting called for some day next 
week. The financial status of the Fair 
Grounds Association is now excellent. The 
action taken some months ago whereby 
the capital stock of the com y was 
increased m $500,000 to ,000 and 
a bonded indebtedness of $800,000 authorized, 
places the company on the soundest footing 
and makes possible any plan of improve- 
ment and extension that may be decided 
upon. Of course, nothing has Deen done 
yet, but you can say that from this date on- 
ward the Fair Grounds will be managed ex- 
clusively on the basis that the enterprise is a 

ublic one, in which every local 
nterest is vitally concerned, and upon 
whose success depends no s roportion 
of the city’s pros rity. The gentiemen tak- 
ing charge of the Fair Grounds have person- 
ally not a dollar to make by its successful 
management beyond the' general oe such 
managenient would confer upon the public 
atlarge. They will be necessarily compelled 
to give up much of their time en from their 
own affairs. I know hat iI, for 
one, will sacrifice a deal in 
assuming the duties of the presidency, 
the other members of the board will sacrifice 
no less. But we recognize the fact -that. the 
Fair is necessary to St. Louis and that its suc- 
cess adds largely to the city’s pros 
that basis we intend to doeve 
to insure the permanent su 
Grounds, and we Call upon the press and the 
public to assist us with their support at every 
point.

‘*When this is done, it may be found that 
the Zoological Gardens are not self sup : 

This would not be surprising, as there 
is a tremendous expense connected with the 
establishment and maintainance of such gar- 
dens and in every other city except St. Louis, 
the Zoological Gardens are kept up by the 
city itself. I think under the new 
management a movement will be 
begun looking to this city’s assumin 
charge of the Zoological Gardens and fee 
very confident that this result will finally be 
reached, 

‘*Such a change would open the way toa 
plan of my own which I willadvocate in the 
near future and which I firmly expect to see 
realized. This is acens more or less than 
the final transfer of the Fair Grounds to 
the city of St. Louts, and their 
management by the municipality as a 


public enterprise. This is what should be &

done constantly, anditis what can be 

successfully. Since its very birth the St. 
Louis Fair has been regarded and conducted

for cider made from the best of fruit 
easily become almost worthless by 
pressing through sour, musty cloths or put 
nto tanks or casks of like nature. Ever 
cider mili should be provided with an abund- 
ant supply of good clean water, in order that 
cks, cigths, platform, and everything 
t rough which the cider passes may be often 
and thoroughly washed, Keeping all as clean 
as possible. Press through the best hard- 
twisted cotton cloths, then immediately pass 
through a filter charged with per pulp or 
some other good filtering substance. his 
process wili put the product in fine condition 
vr fermentation, which may be allowed to 
progress until the desired sharpness has been 
attained. It should then be filtered again or 
racked off, bunged up and stored in a cool 
cellar, where it should remain until 
needed. Cider should always be 
drawn off fore moving, after 
standing still fortwo weeks or more. Any 
one treating cider in this way will obtain as 
fine an article of superior ame 4 and flavor 
to that produced by any of the chemical pro- 
cesses for clarifying,’’

APPLE CROP REPORTS. 

While the members were gathering in the 
assembly room a POST-DISPATCH reporter in- 
terviewed a number of them on the year’s 
apple crop and the quantity of cider and vin- 
egar made from the crop.

The complaining banks are principally up 
town institutions that have little to’ do with 
Wall street, and whose business has been 
confined to mercantile firms. The substitu- 

, tion of certificates for money has been by no 

j means satisfactory tothem as it has forced 
them to contract their loans at a time when 
their customers were most in need of accom- 
modation. In consequence several banks 
left the Clearing-house Association, and 
a number of others would have followed their 
example had “not steps been taken 
to redeem the certificates. Some brokers 
were strongly opposed to this, believing that 
the financial situation was not yet easy 
enough to warrant it, but a majority helda 
contrary view. The market for commercial 
paper is somewhat better than it has been, 
but is still very far indeed from being satis- 
factory. Exceptin cases of urgent necessity 
to prevent failures, commercial paper is 
almost unsalable to banks, while on the street 
the supply of cash obtainable from 
note-shavers is not anything like 
equal to the demand. Money on 
time can be borrowed on stock collaterals, as 
without this there can be no general upward 
movement, but the amount obtainable is not 
large. 

THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 

The rumors in relation to the notification 
given by the Bank of France to the Bank of 
England thatthe gold borrowed must be re- 
turned were still current on the street, but 
lacked confirmation, and many asserted their 
entire disbelief, as it was understood that 
when the loan was made it was to be 
for ninety days. That there will 
be a very considerable amount 


of gold sent from London to Germany within 
the next ten days is rewarded as certain, and 
great anxiety is felt lest the Board of Direct- 
ors of the Bank of England raise the discount 
rates at the meeting to be held to-morrow. A 
large amount of English stock is on the New 
York market with orders to sell ata slight 
advance, but there are also many stop orders 
from the same source. One of the reat 
impediments to an advance in stocks is 
the amount that will be offered for sale 
as soon as prices rise; many holders are 
willing to sell at present figures, but are 
deterred from making the attempt by the 
fear that throwing blocks of stock on the 
market will depress quotations. 
THE MERCANTILE SITUATION, 

The commercial situation continues to be a |. 
factor of great importance, and the events of, 
the next two weeks are looked forward ro 
with great anxiety. The period tween 
Dec. 2 and Jan. 5S is regzattied as 
the most critical, as guhny obliga- 
tions fall due between ,4Nnese dates. If 
the latter day is passed without disaster, it 
is-the general opinion that the financial 
stringency will be atan end, as afterwards 
dividend money will pour into the banks, and 
the supply of cash will amply suffice for all 
requirements. 

OPENING PRICES LOW. 

NEW YOrK, Dec. 17, 11 a. m.—The stock 
market this morning showeda continuance 
of yesterday’s dullness, but was even nar- 
rower,and while the early dealings main- 
tained the firm tone of yesterday’s late trans- 
actions, a general reaction carried prices be- 
low those of the opening. The lat-

The further gains were con- 
fined to slight fractions only, and outside of 
a few stocks there was no animation in the 
market.

Windom’s Plan. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 16.—The follow- 
ing is Secretary Windom’s scheme submitted 
to the Republican caucus last night. 

**The Secretary of the Treasury suggests the 
question as worthy of serious consideration 
whether the bonded debt of the United States 
does not furnish an opportupity to provide an 
adequate and necessary increase of currency, 
and also to introduce intothe volume of our 
circulation the necessary element ofelastici 
ty by exchanging for a portion of our out- 
standing bonds a new issue of 2 
per cent thirty year interconvertible 
bonds upon terms that will be 
mutually acceptable, both to the Government 
and to the bondholders, such 2 percent bonds 
to be at all times convertible at the will of the 
holder into currency, and the currency also 
convertible into bonds on demand. Toac- 
complish this something like the comonying 
provisions of law would be reguired, viz. 

Authorize the issud of a suitable amount, 
say $300,000,000 2 per cent, interconvertible. 
coupon bonds, to be gradually exchanged, so 
faras practicable, for outstanding bonds of 
the United States. Forthe amount of 2 per 
cents exchanged for outstanding bonds place 
to the credit of the Treasurer of the United 
States an equivalent amount of cash as 
a special fund to be applied only to 
the conversion of said 2 per cent bonds 
when demanded. And for the amount of cash 
paid for outstanding bonds place to the 
. credit of the Treasurer asa special fund for 

” ythe conversion into cash on demand of any 
outstanding 2 per cent bon The Secretary 
of the Treasury to bea zed to provide 
and issue to such an amount as may be neces- 
sary, @ new series of Treasury notes, similar 
in all respects to those now provided for the 

purchase of silver bullion. 
ADVANTAGES OF THE SYSTEM...

4. This system would place the wer to 
expand or contract in the hands of the people 
where it belongs subject to the exigencies of 
trade and commerce, instead of leaving it 
where it should never have been, in the 
hands of the Secretary of the Treasury or in 
banks where it is seldom if ever used. 

5. The inducements for such interconver- 
sion of bonds and money would be furnished 
by the fluctuation requirements of trade and 
commerce, and hence the quantity of circula- 
tion would be largely etermined by the 
wants of business. 

6. Asthe proposed 2 per cent bonds would 
draw no interest when deposited in the Treas- 
ury in exchange for currency, a large annual 
as of interest would be effected. 

hough this plan would require an addi- 
tional issue of United States notes, it is not 
subject toany of the substantial objections 
which seem to be conclusive against an en- 
largement of the old legal tender policy. 

8. It does not require, as that licy did, . 
reserve of gold for the redemption of such 
notes when demanded, because every $100 of 
notes so issued will have behtnd them in the 
Treasury a United States bond for the same 
amount, and should pay ment of the notes be 
demanded in gold t bond may be sold to 
meet it. When sold for such purposes the 
bonds so sold shall cease to be incontrovertli- 
ble and an equivalent amount redeemed 
should be cancelled. 

NO INCREASE OF PUBLIC DEBT 

9. It would not increase the public debt, 
because for every new 2 per cent bond issued, 
an outstanding bond drawing 4 or 4% per 
cent interest would be retired and cancelled 
and the new bonds or their equivalent in 
notes would be in the Treasury. 

10. It will not produce any undue or danger- 
ous expansion of;the circulation, because 
when thereis more than enough for legiti- 
mate business, savings banks, trust com- 
panies, bankers and conservative people 
generally, will preterthe 2 per cent bonds, 
and hence the money will follow into the 
Treasury for bonds and will remain there 
until the exigencies of trade and commerce 
create anew demand and then it will again 
flow outand the bonds will be redeposited. 
It would seem to be both safe and conserva- 
tive to trust the average judgment of the 
pe ople as manifested in the normaland whole- 

sale working of the law of demand and supply 
as to the amount of circulation actually 
needed. 

11. So faras more expansion and contrac- 
tion are concerned this plan does not differ 
very widely from the existing law governing 
national banks. Intheone case the power 
to expand and contract is conferred upon 
corporations; inthe other it would be con- 
ferred upon allthe people, where it should 
be. Any United States bank may now bDrin 
bonds to the treasury without limit an 
obtain additional currency to be loaned to 
the public, the Government inthe meantime 
paying them interest on thelr bonds and the 
wg paying them Interest on their money. 
Under the plan suggested any individual may 
deposit the 2-per-cent bonds and use the 
money himself or loan it to his neighbor and, 
in the meantime, the Governmgnht pays no 
interest on its bonds. The nower of expan- 
sion and contraction would, therefore, be no 
greater than now and as thre interconversion 
of bonds and money could be so readily made 
the actual elasticiry of the circulation would 
be far greater than under the banking sys- 
tem, 

SOUND MONEY. 

12, The new money thus issued would be as 
softind and good as would the issue of addi- 
‘tional bank notes, for both rest ultimately 
upon the same security—U nited States bonds. 

13. If the entire issue of 2 per cent bonds 
should be retained bythe public no harm 
would be done, for we should have substituted 
abond ata very low rate of interest for one 
drawing amuch higher rate, and we should 
have afforded to savings banks, trust com- 
panies and conservative private investorsa 
convenience greatly needed. 

14. If, onthe other hand, itis age og that 
the recent silver will add from’ $60,000,000 
to $70,000,000 of money to the circulation 
and, therefore, it is dangerous to go any 
further in that direction, the reply is that if 
the entire $300,000,000 of bonds should come 
into the Treasury and remain there and an 
= amount of notes remain out it 
wouild add only about $4.80 per capita. As- 
suming that the issue of Treasury notes for 
silver purchases shall reach $66,000,000 a 
year, it must be borne in mind that under 
existing laws the retirement of National 
notes may reach the full limit of $36,000,000 
perannum, thus leaving a net increase of 
only $30,000,000 or less than 5 percent per 
capita, which itis believed will fall short of 
the increase necessary for the expanding 
business and population of the country. A 
careful study of this subject has convinced 
me that we are tn far greater danger froma 
deficient than from a redundant circulation 
under existing laws.’’

Free Coinage of Silver. 


CuIcaGo, lll., Dec. 17.—A special from Den- 
ver, Colo., says: David H. Moffatt, ex-Sena- 
tor Tabor and other millionaire mining men 
have decided upon a bold step to test the 
question of free coinage of silver under the 

yresent law. Arrangements have been made 
for an agent of Senator Tabor to have ready 
a bar of silver containing 1,000 ounces accom.- 
panied bya certificate of its fineness from 
the mint. This will be presented 
at the Treasury Department at Washington, 
and a demand made that it be exchanged for 
coin. The demand will, of course, be re- 
fused, when a writ of mandam will be ob- 
tained from the United States urt and the 
matter will become the ground for a legal 
battle. Thetheory of this action is that the 
law and its interpretation are unconstitu- 
tional, and that the Government has no right 
to refuse coin for bullion. 


Favor Free Coinage.

The Chicago & Eastern Illinois Meeting 
With Competition in the Indiana Coal 
Business—A Dividend Declared by Chi- 
cago’s Stock Yards—Other News. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—The Tribune says: 
Prompt action is to be taken by many of the 
Western railways in laying the memorandum 
of agreement adopted at the house of J. 
Pierpont Morgan, on Monday, before their 
boards of directors. That it will be favorable 
in the case of fifteen roads whose Presidents 
voted for the Morgan resolution is generally 
conceded. To-day meetings will be held of 
the directors of the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific, the Chicago & Northwestern and the 
Illinois Central. The Atchison directors 
will meet in Boston on Saturday. The 
date of the Union PacifiC meeting has not 
been decided upon. The Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul directors will hold their regular 
meeting the day after Christmas, and the 
resolution of agreement will not be taken up 
untilthat time. There is little doubt that be- 
fore the new boards of the companies inter- 
ested will be acted upon a vote will be taken 
on the proposed union soas to enable Chair- 
man Roswell Miller to call a meeting of the 
Advisory Board early in January. 

One of the leading Western Presidents, 
upon whom will devolve important duties at 
an early day, said yesterday: ‘‘The agree- 
ment is the best and strongest that Western 
have ever adopted. The 
vital point is that it places 
the rate-making power in the hands of a 
central body. Anotherimmense gain is that 
any action can be f&ken by a four-fifths vote 
ofthe Advisory Board. At present it is in the 
power of one man or one road to make 
trouble. The agreement is fully as strong as 
Mr. Gould’s proposition,which was presented 
but not discussed at Monday’s meeting.’’ 

«- J. Plerpont Morgan said emphatically: ‘‘I 
am thoroughly satisfied with the _ results 
accomplished.’’ 

Samuel Spencer said: ‘‘There is general 
gratification at the outcome of the meeting. 
The closer the agreement is studied the 
stronger it will be seen to be.’’ 


Marvin Hughitt, President of the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad, was seen yesterday 
at his office. In reply to an inquiry as to why 
Mr. Gould’s plan had been rejected Mr. 
Hughitt said: ‘‘The plan adopted met with 
unanimous approval and was supported b 
Mr. Gould himself. No one went there wit 

t scheme, and the general desire was to 
opt that which would produce the most 
complete results.’’ 

: Dillion, President of the Union Pa- 
cific, thought Mr. Gould’s plan was not ac- 
cepted mainly because of the five years 
clause, that being too longa period for such 
an experiment. ‘‘Mr. Gould’s propositions 
were also my Own open convictions,’’ said 
Mr. Dillon, ‘‘but perhaps the other was more 
favored.’’

The Successor of Senator Wade Hampton 
a Bulldozer, Nota Fighter. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Dec. 17.—The day after 
the election of John Laurens Manning Irby as 
the successor of United States Senator Wade 
Hampton, an intimate friend of his, inanswer 
to the reports of Irby’s reputation as a 
fighter, wrote some interesting facts which 
Stamp him more as a bulldozer than a 
fighter. :

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THE COU NCL WAVERING. 


A PROSPECT THAT THE MERZ SYSTEM 
MAY BE ADOPTED. 


The Bell Telephone Co. Getting Ready to 
Put Its Wires Under Ground—A Novel 
Scheme—The Forest Park Privileges— 
City Hall News. 


The St. Louls Reduction Co. andthe Merz 
Co. got last night just what they set out for 
when they volunteered toentertaina commit- 
tee of the Council and a committee of experts 
on a trip to the various cities where the 
Merz process of disposing of gar- 
bage is in use. The reports of all those 
who went on the trip were most decidedly 
favorable and practically asserted that no 
other system would do the work, These re- 
ports were read in the Council and turned 
over to the Committee omsanitary Affairs, 
which will take the reports asa basis for 
their decision on the contract now before 
them. 

The little item of cost has throughout been 
entirely overlooked by the junket crowd. 
They do not say anything about 
how much additional money the 
will have to spend overand above what Jim 
Iiardy is getting now and what is being paid 
for the maintehance of the harbor dump- 
boats. Thatthething can be done ina way 
to prevent any disagreeable developments in 
the way ofsmellsand gases has been pretty 
well established, but whether it will pay the 
city of St Loulsto enter into such a contract 
at this particular time has not been consid- 
ered sufficiently, and there seems to be a gen- 
eral desire to avola that question. 
This may be due to a desire not to 


violate the kind hospitality of the 
Merz people, who spared no efforts nor ex- 
pense to make this last trip as pleasant as 
ossible. 
OT ‘he experts enlisted show their sincerity, 
too, by refusing to ac oot any pay for their 
services. Itis truethe Merz people ware so 
well satisfied with the work of the experts 
thai they offered to pay them, but the ex- 
perts refused to accept any thing for their 
services. 

The contract is now under “pressure, and 
the lobby is working very quietly and ef- 
ficiently, and it wily not be a matter of sur- 

rise to any one to see the contract made by 

ayor Noonan and Commissioner Dudley rat- 
ified by the Council.

How Charles E. Davis Got a License to 
Marry Stella Ragsdale. 

Mrs. Sarah Jamison with her attorney ap- 
peared inthe office of Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Dierkes this morning and made ap- 
plication for a warrant against Charles E.

Two hours later 
Mrs. Jamison arrived at the Court- house, 
only to learn that she was too late. 

Since that time no trace of the fugitives can 
be found. Mrs. Jamison has not been idle, 
however. She first secured proof to the 
effect that her daughter was but 17 years old. 
She then wrote to a friend in Bona- 
parte, Io., and yesterday received 
an answer to the effect that Davis 
hada wife and two children in that place 
whom he had deserted several months ago,] 
taking flight with another woman.

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REMARKABLE SCENE AT ONE OF DR. CAR- 
ADINE’S SANCTIFICATION MEETINGS. 


The Pastor of Centenary Makesan Attack 
on Fashion Which Produces Immediate 
Resultse—No Person Who Uses Tobacco 
Can Become Sanctified. 


The sanctification meetings conducted by 
Rev. Dr. Carradine, pastor of Centenary M. 
E. Church, South, are attracting widespread 
attention in Southern Methodist Church cir- 
cles. Rev. Dr. Carradine, as has been stated, 
is an enthusiast on the subjectof sanctifica- 
tion and came here from New Orleans deter- 
mined to preach that doctrine tothe Cen- 
tenary people. While someof the members 
did not take as° kindly to the innovation 
as others, sitll the energetic pastor 
has gone on vigorously with his work and has 
created much religious enthusiasm among 
the many who accepted the sanctification 
doctrine. At the weekly prayer meetings 
which are held on Tuesday evenings Dr. Car- 
radine has much to say on the sub- 
ject which has created such an 
extensive interest and the reports 
from the meetings go to show that some un- 
usual demonstrations have resulted from his 
preaching. Two weeks ago after a number 
of the members had risen in the meet- 
ing to tell how they had be- 
come sanctified Dr. Carradine at- 
tacked the tendency of many ladies towards 
stylish dressing. According to reports he 
spoke particularly about flashy headgear, 
such as fancy looking ribbons and feathers. 
The impression created by this sermon and 
the religious excitement which pervaded the 
meeting room at the time caused a number of 
the ladies, itis reported, to deliberately tear 


. 


the feathers from their hats and throw them 
on the floor of the chapel. 
LAST NIGHT’S MEETING. 

The meeting last evening began before 8 
o’clock and lasted untilafter 10. It was what 
is called ‘‘a holiness meeting,’’ and as was 
expected a large attendance filled the chapel. 
the usualhymns were sung, prayers were 
offered by Dr. Caradine and others, and those 
of the members who believed that they had 
received the sacred boon of sanctification 
were then called on to give their experience. 
For more than an hour the  congre- 
gation listened to some astonishing 
recitals from some twenty or thirty 
members, principally ladies. They told how 
they had prayed for santification and how 
their prayers had been answered. One elderly 
lady very earnestly told how her husband 
and son had been brought back to the fold by 
the doctrine which Dr. Carradine had intro- 
duced id the church. Shegwas visibly excited 
and gesticulated and jumped aboutin a man- 
ner that left no room for doubt on that score. 
She said she was so happy over the fact that 
God had taken possession of her that she felt 
like shouting in old time Methodist style. The 


more she talked onthe subject the more ex- 
cited she became and the pitch of her voice 


‘and the intensity of her gesticulations in- 


creased in the same ratio. It was while she 
was speaking that an enthusiastic old gentle- 
man inanother section of the chapel began 
singing the hymn, ‘‘The Old Religion Is Good 
Enough for Me.’’ 

~ Another lady told her experience in a highly 
dramatic manner and said she was sure she 
had been sanctified. She, too, raised her 
voice toa high pitch and was very emphatic 

her gestures. 

"br. . Carradine then spoke briefly 
on the tobacco habit and 
told those members present who 
chewed or smoked that they could not reas- 
onably ask for santification. He used some 
vigorous language in expressing his opinion 
of the habit of chewing and smoking tobacco. 
When the learned pastor closed on this sub- 
ject several male members rose and told 
how easily it was to stop 
both habits. One elderly gentleman 
said it was only necessary to ask God and 
that he would give the applicant sufficient 
strength to resist the temptation. 

The sermon of the evening was then 
delivered, and, like everything else 
said in the evening, was on 
the subject of sanctification. Dr. 
Carradine read from the Bible and supplied 
other arguments to support his views in the 
premises. The large congregation gave him 
the closest attention and when he concluded 
he asked those who desired to be sanctified to 
come forward and kneel at the altar. 

SEEKING SANCTIFICATION. 

Some twenty members, mostly ladies, 
moved forward and knelt at the railing while 
the congregation prayed and sang in turns. 
Dr. Carradine told the applicants that they

should give themselves entirely to God,other- | 


wise they could not get the blessing they 
sought. He said also that it was their duty 
to confess all their wrong-doing and 
crave forgiveness. If they had wronged 
anybody they should crave the forgiveness of 
that person and make other amends. Witha 
pure heart and a clear conscience they could 
properly ask God forthe blessing of sanctifi- 
cation, with the assurance of receiving it. 
While he was speaking a_ succession of 
low moans was heard coming from one or two 
of the ladies kneeling at therailing. The 
scene in the chapel was very impressive all 
the while and everybody present in the 
large gathering seemed to devoutly enter into 


the spirit of the services. 

After the applicants had rig#n from_ the 
altar, several said they felt sure they had re- 
ceived what they asked. Other prayers were 
said and the meeting closed with benediction 


pronounced by Dr. Carradine.

AN OLD MYSTERY EXPLAINED.

Maj.-Gen. Alfred H. Terry Dead. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 17.—Maj.-Gen. 
Alfred H. Terry, United States Army, retired, 
died here yesterday from Bright’s disease. 
Gen. Terry was born In Connecticut, Nov. 10, 


1827, and entered the army in May, 186', as 
Colonel of a Connecticut regiment. April 25, 
1862, he was made a Brigadier-General of Vol- 
unteers, and for distinguished and brave con- 
duct at Fort Fisher he was promoted to a 
Major-General. After the war he was in 
command of the Department of the James and 
afterwards the Department of Dakota. While 
commanding the Yellowstone expedition in 
1876, Curtis’ Seventh Regiment of Cavalry, 
which was acting as his advance guard, was 
wiped out by the Sioux. He was appointed 
Major-General in the regular army to succeed 
Hancock in 1888, and retired a short time 
afterward. :
